Stricken; Appeals Are Made 
for Mediators. 


New York, March 24 (By A. P.).— 
Cutmese sections in cities from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific were under 
heavy police guard today after an out- 
break of tong warfare that took at 
least seven lives and wounded others. 

A barrage of bullets felled members 
of the On Leong and Hip Sing tongs 
in Brooklyn, Newark, N. J.; Chicago, 
Manchester, Conn.; Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland within the space of a few 
10urs, smashing a truce that has been 
more or legs in force for the past two 
years.

True to secretive Oriental character, 
the fighting Chinese failed to confide 
the cause of their difficulties, but it 
was generally agreed that the waffare 
bore no relation to the hostilities in 
China. 

While disdaining to take the white 
man into their confidence as to the 
cause of the war, leaders of the tongs 
in New York appealed to an Occidental 
to attempt to make peace between 
them. He was Michael J. Collins, 
United States Treasury agent, who has 
worked in New York’s Chinatown for 
nineteen years. He said he would at- 
tempt to force an immediate settle- 
ment. 

Merchants Ask Mediator. 


The Merchants Mutual association, 
an organization of Chinese business 
men not interested in either side, re- 
quested Police Commissioner McLaugh- 
lin to assign Lieut. John Archipoli, who 
settled the last outbreak, to act as me- 
diator. 

In the winding streets of the New 
York Chinatown those who ventured 
forth today rubbed elbows with a po- 
liceman every 50 feet. Ten new police 
posts were established.

DENIED BY JUDGE BRENT 


Refused a writ of prohibition against 
the mayor tribunal of Potomac, Va., 
by Judge Samuel G. Brent of the Ar- 
lington county circuit court, sitting in 
vacation session yesterday in Alexan- 


dria. Attorneys for the American Auto-} 


mobile association last night an- 
nounced they would carry their plea 
today before the Virginia court of ap- 
peals at Richmond, Va. 

Charles C. Collins, representing the 
automobile association, sought to close 
Mayor William Kleysteuber’s court on 
the grounds that fees allotted the may- 
or for effecting convictions prevented 
him from giving a fair trial to A. 
Brooks, arrested and fined Monday 
night on the charge of speeding. 

Although expressing sympathy for 
the merits of the petition, Judge Brent 
denied the writ, holding it “would af- 
fect the entire State of Virginia” and 
should have been instituted in the 
supreme court of appeals of the State. 
He declared that the character of the 
case in effect tested the jurisdiction of 
inferior courts of Virginia whose fees 
for convictions are said to be twice as 
large as those for acquittal. 

The decision was made following ar- 
guments for the writ by Collins and 
opposing the action by Corporation At- 
torney William U. Varney, of Potomac. 
Judge Brent informed Collins that he 
could either sue out a writ of error to 
appeal his decision or petition anew 
for a writ of prohibition to the Vir- 
ginia court of appeals. Collins an- 
nounced his intention of following the 
latter course. 

An appeal from Mayor Kleysteuber’s 
conviction of Brooks will be heard by 
Judge Brent April 18. The writ was 
sought to prevent Kleysteuber from sit- 
ting before the appeal is heard. In 
addition to Collins and Varney, Mayor 
Kleysteuber, Town Sergeant A. F. Dris- 
coll and Emery N. Hosmer, associated 
with Collins, appeared at the hearing.

MONTGOMERY COUNT 
SGHOOL BONDS PLANNED 


Bill in Legislature Authorizes 


$450,000 for Erection of 
New Buildings. 


$10,000 SOUGHT FOR ROAD 


Issuance by Montgomery county of 
bonds to the extent of $450,000 to pro- 
vide for erection of new schools in the 
county is authorized under the provi- 
sions of a bill introduced in the Mary- 
land legislature yesterday. 


The bill provides for new buildings, 
additions and repairs to existing school. 
buildings. Among the new _ school 
buildings the bill provides for are an 
eight-room*school for Chevy Chase and 
Bethesda. Other places which get a 
part of the $450,000 include Glen Echo, 
Takoma Park, Silver Spring, Cabin 
John, Woodside, Rockville, Garrett 
Park, Brookeville Turn Pike and Four 
Corners. 

The school bill was one af eleven 
bills introduced by representatives of 
Montgomery and Prince Georges coun- 
ties. Yesterday was the next to last day 
for the introduction of bills, except by 
unanimous consent, and the total from 
the State was 42. How many will be 
acted on jis problematical. 

A special tax of six-hundredths of 
a cent on each $100 of assessable prop- 
erty would be levied to provide $2,500 
annually for the maintenance of the 
Montgomery county fire departments, 
under the provision of another bill. 

A bond issue of $10,000 to provide 
for the building and paving of a coun- 
try road from the Brookeville turn- 
pike to Forest Glen is authorized in 
another of the bills introduced. 

Revision, of the fees allowed police 
justices in Montgomery county is 
made in another bill. Under the new 
bill fees would range from 20 cents 
for continuance to $2 for confessed 
Judgments and various other actions. 

Another measure would provide for 
a bond issue to provide funds for gym- 
nasiums for high schools of Rockville, 
Bethesda, Chevy Chase and Takoma 
Park-Silver Spring High schools. 

A bond issue of $30,000 for the widen- 
ing, paving and improving the Brooke- 
ville turnpike and Sligo avenue and 
Philadelphia avenue, near their inter- 
section, and north of the Metropolitan 
branch of the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road is authorized in another bill. Dis- 
crepancies in the boundaries of Brent- 
wood chartered by chapter 153 of the 
acts of 1922, would te corrected under 
the provisions of another bill. 


WIFE, ASKING DIVORCE, 
CALLS MATE JEALOUS 


Charges Hotel Man Husband 
Has Vivid Imagination Re- 
garding Her Fidelity. 


Lee Hechinger, proprietor of the 
American -hotise, 638 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue northwest, has a vivid imagina- 
tion and a jealous disposition, accord- 
ing to charges filed in equity court 
yesterday by his wife, Mrs. Ida Hech- 
inger.

BEING MADE OF ORGANS 


Police Still Baffled in Their 
Efforts to Determine the 
Cause of Death. 


The mystery as to the fate of Mrs. 
Gladys W. Houck has been cleared up 
with the finding of her body in the 
Eastern branch wednesday, but the 
mystery as to how she met that fate 
is still a baffling one, the police say. 

The body, which had been at the 
morgue since it was reclaimed from 
the water, was taken to her parents’ 
home in Canton, Ohio, at 6:45 o’clock 
last evening by the woman’s brothers, 
Paul L. Walter and Earl V. Walter. 
Burial will be in Canton. 

The inquest to determine how Mrs. 
Houck met her death will not be held 
until early next week, it was an- 
nounced last night, the delay being 
due to the chemical analysis that is 
being made of Mrs. Houck’s organs by 
Dr. Oscar B. Hunter, pathologist of 
George Washington University hospi- 
tal. 

The Houck case may end as did the 
mystery surrounding the murder of 
Detective Arthur B. Scrivener. Even 
though a coroner’s jury should decide 
that Mrs. Houck was a suicide, there 
are detectives and others who always 
will believe she was thrown into the 
water. 


Houck Held in Cell. 


Dr. Knutt Houck, who was arrested 
in Albany, Oreg., following the find- 
ing of his wife’s body, was placed in a 
cell in that town yesterday, according 
to an Associated Press dispatch received 
here. 

District -ittormey Gordcn said he 
would not send for Dr. Houck unless 
the coroner’s jury at the inquest re- 
turned a verdict that would call for 
such action., 

The brothers of Mrs. Houck, who ar- 
river here from Canton vesterday, con- 
ferred with Maj. Gordon in the ..fter- 
noon, and, while they did nct express 
any opinion as to how their sister 
might have died, they declared it was 
hard to~ believe she had committed 
suicide. 

The brothers told Maj. Gordon their 
sister always knew that she and her 
baby were welcome at the Walter 
home in Canton. They said further 
that she was the type who was likely 
to seek refuge with her family before 
she would consider taking her own life. 

When members of Mrs. Houck’s fam- 
ily came here in December, shortly 
after her disappearance, they told po- 
lice officials they believed Dr. Houck 
had “done away” with his wife. At 
the same time they cleared him of any 
blame, saying his mental condition ab- 
solved him. 


Brothers Confer With Gordon. 


In telling Maj. Gordon what they 
knew of the case, the Walter brothers 
yesterday brought up several things 
that happened shortly before Mrs. 
Houck’s disappearance. 

These included the quarrel between 
Dr. Houck and Mrs. Houck the night 
before she disappeared, a quarrel in 
which Dr. Houck is alleged to have 
struck his wife and torn her under- 
clothing; his subsequent efforts: to de- 
stroy the torn underclothing, together 
with some trash; his trip to Hornell 
N. Y., in which he changed into newly 
bought clothing and changed his name, 
and many other circumstances. 

One of the detectives who was as- 
signed to the case,’ who has always 
thought that Mrs. Houck was thrown 
into the water, said yesterday he found 
it hard to believe that Mrs. Houck 
would abandon her 3-year-old boy, Ole, 
and commit suicide. He pointed out 
that no message of any kixd was ever 
found, and he felt that Mrs, Houck 
would at least have left some instruc- 
tions regarding the care of the child. 

Dr. Mary Houck, mother of Dr. Houck, 
told reporters when she was here that 
she suspected her daughter-in-law was 
mentally unbalanced and expressed the 
belief that she had committed suicide. 

She said Mrs. Houck had been des- 
perately anxious t> atta‘n the same 
intellectual heights as had been reach- 
ed by her husband, and that she had 
been studying very hard. This strenu- 
ous study, the senior Mrs. Houck said 
might have unbalanced her mind. 

The coroner’s jury which will sit at 
the inquest was sworn in yesterday. It 
is probable the inquest will be held 
Monday. 


THREAT REPORTED 
BY BOERSIG LAWYER 


An anonymous letter, containing 
threats, has been received by Attorney 
Frederick L.. Flynn, who has been te- 
tained to defend Louis Boersig, charged 
with the murder of the two small clil- 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. George Ridgeway, 
and a felonious assault on Mrs. Ridge- 
way, in Fairfax county, just beyond the 
Alexandria city limits, on March 4. The 
letter, written with @ pencil, reads: 

“Dear Sir—I am writing you a short 
note just giving a little notice to nands 
off the Ridgeway case and let the law 
have its way or you will be the victim.

Philadelphia, Pa., March 24.—Light 
sparring only marked the first round 
today of the fight which Jerry C. South, 
special agent of the Reed “slush fund” 
committee is waging to obtain from 
the Pennsylvania authorities in four 
counties the ballot boxes and other 
election paraphernalia which the com- 
mittee seeks to impound in further- 
ance of the contest brought by William 
B. Wilson against William S. Vare. 

The agent of the senatorial commit- 
tee visited .the county commissioners 
and prothonotary of Delaware. county, 
contiguous to Philadelphia, They. re- 
fused to turn over’ the boxes and other 
concomitants of the general election, 
but. not definitely. South is to have 
a final answer tomorrow following a 
conference between, the county offi- 
cials involved and their legal advisers. 
Refusal of the Pennsylvania officials 
to recognize the authority of the Reed 
committee, because a resolution ex- 
tending its life failed to pass in the 
closing days of the Sixty-ninth Con- 
gress, will, it developed today, suit the 
battle plan of South better than acqui- 
escence. 


Blanket Court Action Planned. 


In the event that barriers are put in 
his way, he intends to file in Federal 
court a blanket action against all the 
election officers of the four counties in- 
volved. South insists that despite the 
fact that tke four counties—Delaware, 
Lackawanna, Luzerne and Schuylkill— 
are in two Federal districts, there is a 
statute under which he needs name 
only one of the Officials and subse- 
quently obtain service on all persons 
holding any of the material used in the 
last election. 

A second strategic step contemplated 
by South is to ask that the action be 
immediately transferred to the Supreme 
Court on the ground that the highest 
court of the land only has exclusive 
jurisdiction of an action to which a 
State is a party. In this manner, South 
and the members of the Reed. commit- 
tee expect to get a final determination 
of the committee’s authority in much 
shorter time than if the matter should 
be dragged through a series of courts 
to a conclusion.

Guilty Chinese Are to Be Held 
Responsible, Spokesmen 
of Officials Hold. 


DISASTER AT SHANGHAI 
IS BELIEVED PREVENTED | 


Government Is Congratulated 
for Sending Big Defense 
Force to City. 


London, March 24 (By A. P.).—The 
British capital was shocked today by 
news of the slaying of foreigners at 
Nanking, recalling the tragic days of 
the Boxer uprisings. 

Only the briefest accounts have been 
received in official quarters and no 
definite information had been received 
tonight as to the number and names 
of the foreigners killed and wounded. 
Government spokesmen deplore today’s 
happenings, and declare that the guilty 
Chinese will be held responsible for the 
attack. 


The rapidly developing events will be 
left largely in the hands of the British 
representatives on the spot and any 
action they deem necessary to protect 
life will be backed to the hilt. 

Secretary of War Evans told the 
house of commons that another bat- 
talion of British troops was en route 
to Shanghai from Hongkong, but that 
no further changes in the defense force 
there was planned at present. Addi- 
tional British destroyers were rushed 
to Hanking from Shanghai. 


Government Congratulated. 


Because of the great distance in- 
volved, officials say it would be useles to 
consider reinforcements from Great 
Britain to meet the existing crisis. 


The government is being congratu- 
lated from China as well as here for 
its foresight in sending a defense force 
to the Far East. Otherwise, it is said, 
Shanghai would have been placed at 
the mercy of the victorious Cantonese, 
particularly their guerrilla sympathizers. 

No statement concerning the Nan- 
king slayers was made in the commons 
by Foreign Secretary Chamberlain, who 
simply recounted the demands of the 
Shanghai consul generals on the na- 
tionalist commanders to control the ir- 
regulars. Sniping and lawlessness con- 
tinued in Shanghai, Premier Baldwin 
said, adding that the British were con- 
stantly in contact with the central 
Cantonese government at Hankow. 


Missionaries Returning 
To Former War Distrcts 


New York, March 24 (By A. P.).— 
The return of peace in many of the 
disturbed areas in China is permitting 
missionaries to resume work at their 
former posts, say cable advices to the 
foreign missions conference in this 
city. 

Dr. Edward F. Hume, who recently 
resigned as president of Yale-in-China, 
said today that the American consul at 
Foochow has authorized the return of 
missionaries and their families to 
their districts. 

West China Union university in 
Chengtu and Shanghai college have 
opened with full enrollments. Dr. 
Hume said. While Yale-in-China at 
Chang-Sha on the border of the 
Hunan province remains closed, he 
stated, the college hospital is open and 
handling patients to its capacity.

Rush to Chinese Waters 


One Squadron Sails From Honolulu, the Other From 
Manila—Force of 21 American Warships Already 
in Zone of Trouble. 


Honolulu, March 24 (By A. P.).—The 
American cruisers Richmond, Marble- 
head and Cincinnati departed late to- 
day for China. Sailing orders were re- 
ceived this morning following the seri- 
ous turn of events in the Far East. Each 
ship carries 430 men, 38 officers, 2 air- 
planes, 4 3-inch antiaircraft guns and 
12 6-inch guns.

Six more American destroyers were 
ordered into Chinese waters from 
Manila last night by Admiral C. 8S. Will- 
iams, commander in chief of the Asiatic 
fleet. 

Three of the destroyers, the Peary, 
Ford and Pillsbury, were directed to 
proceed at once to Shanghai. The other 
three, the names of which were not. 
given in a dispatch to the Navy De- 
partment. were ordered respectively to 
Amoy, Foochow and Swapow. 

The Peary, flagship of the destroyer 
division 43 of the Asiatic squadron, is 
commanded by Commander H. G. 
Shonerd, while Lieut. Comdr. F. H. 
Luckel is in charge of the Ford and 
Lieut. Comdr. T. S. McCloy of the 
Pillsbury. 

American naval forces in Chinese 
waters under the direct command of 
Admiral Williams comprise a force of 
21 naval vessels, carrying 2,718 blue- 
jackets and about 200 marines, in ad- 
dition to the 1,500 landed at Shang- 
hai. This force is engaged in the task 
of protecting American lives and prop- 
erty. 

At Nanking, seat of the present dis- 
turbance, Rear Admiral H. H. Hough, 
commander of* the Yangtse patrol 
force, is directing the operations in 
the immediate vicinity from his flag- 
ship, the destroyer Isabel.

Gather at Standard Oil Plant. 


Apparently the first outbreak came 
within the city ‘of Nanking as Ameri- 
can Consul John K. Davis was desper- 
ately gathering American nationals for 
refuge under guard of American sailors 
on Socony Hill at the edge of the city, 
but 2 miles or more from the river. It 
is the plant of the Standard Oil Co., 
one of the two big American oil estab- 
lishments at Nanking, and was picked 
as a place possible of defense against a 
mob. 

Meanwhile, rioting and looting had 
broken out in the city. The official 
reports made it clear that Cantonese 
troops were involved. , 

“During the afternoon Cantonese 
troops looted the American, British and 
Japanese consulates, wounded the Brit- 
ish consul and are reported to have 
killed the Japanese consul,’ Admiral 
Hough said in a radiogram sent soon 
after his arrival at Nanking on the river 
gunboat Isabel, flagship of the Yangtse 
river patrol force.

Captor of Shanghai Again 
Emphasizes That War Is 
Against Imperialism. 


INSISTS LABOR UNIONS 
MUST BE RECOGNIZED 


Nationalists to Rule Nation 
by Christmas; Favors 
Religious Freedom.

(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, March 24.—China does not 
want communism; China wants pro- 
duction, was the statement of Gen. Pal 
Chung-Hai, chief commander of the 
Cantonese forces in the Shanghai dis- 
trict, in an interview this afternoon. 

Gen. Pai has his headquarters in the 
Lungwha arsenal at Yayem, occupying 
the same offices that previously were 
occupied by Gen. Li Pao-Chen, of be- 
heading fame. However, the surround- 


ings today bear a greatly changed as- 
pect, for in place of the familiar Peking 
five-barred flag which has flown from 
the arsenal flagstaff for the last six- 
‘teen years, the surroundings now are 
ablaze with the nationalist revolu- 
tionary red, white and blue flags, with 
the white sun in the corner of each. 
Where formerly the arsenal courtyara 
was filled with nondescript, slouching 
northern soldiers, most of the soldiers 
about the place now are the Cantonese, 
much smaller in stature, better dressed 
and consisting largely of the student 
class. 

As soon as the soldiers learned that 
the correspondent was an American 
they became friendly and he was be- 
sieged by questioners desiring informa- 
tion on the American attitude toward 
the revolution. 


Was in 1911 Revolution. 


Gen. Pai is only 34 years old, a na- 
tive of the city of Kweilinfu, Kwangsi 
province, and got his first education 
through participation in the original 
revolutionary outbreak at Wuchang in 
1911. He has been an associate of Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, the Cantonese leader, 
for many years. 

Gen. Pai declared emphatically that 
he does not intend to interfere with 
the foreign status here; that while the 
revolution is directed against imperial- 
ism, it is not directed against foreign- 
ers individually. He also declared that 
the nationalists are not opposed to 
Christianity or mission schools and are 
particularly favorable to the American 
Y. Mm. C. A., which is helping Chinese 
youths educationally. morally and phys- 
ically. 

When asked regarding certain anti- 
Christian movements in the interior, 
Gen. Pai stated that the incidents were 
the work of radical individuals and 
must not be credited to the national- 
ist movement, which is committed to 
the principle of religious freedom. With 
reference to labor and economic ques- 
tions, Gen. Pai declared that all classes 
are equal under the regime; that labor 
unions must be recognized, and they 
will be suppressed no longer as under 
militarism. He is urging the Chinese 
chambers of commerce to immediately 
organize arbitration boards in order to 
— clashes betwetn capital and la- 

or. 

Hopes for Conciliation. 


With reference to the political ques- 
tions involving Shanghai’s status, Gen. 
Pai said that the nationalist officials 
will arrive soon from Hankow for the 
purpose of opening negotiations, and 
he hoped that the foreign interests 
would adopt a conciliatory attitude in 
order to facilitate a settlement in ac- 
cordance with China’s nationalist as- 
pirations. 

Gen. Pai stated that all the territo- 
ries of China south of the Yangtze now 
are controlled by the nationalists, and 
he expected that the entire nation will 
become nationalist before next Christ- 
mas. He said it was not possible to 
reach a compromise with Gen. Chang 
Tso-lin and expressed the opinion that 
a rebellion is likely m Manchuria, due 
to the serious economic § situation 
caused by the floods of paper currency. 

With reference to the present general 
strike, Gen. Pai declared that a cessa- 
tion order was issued this morning, and 
he hoped all the men would resume 
work before the week-end, including the 
customs and postoffice workers. He 
stated that the nationalist army in the 
Shanghai district now numbers approxi- 
mately 30,000 and the situation is com- 
— controlled, although there has 

een considerable trouble in rounding 
up irresponsible gangs of radical gun- 
men. 

Returning to Shanghai, the corre- 
spondent passed a procession of ap- 
sehr wrmaged 2,000 male and female la- 

orers, carrying banners and presents, 
on their way to Lungwha and Yamen 
for the purpose of welcoming the na- 
tionalist army to Shanghai.

JESUIT SAVES 500; 
FIGHTS OFF GUNMEN 


Red - Bearded, One - Armed 
Priest Is Hero of the Day 
at Shanghai. 


Shanghai, March 24 (By A. P.).—One 
of the heroes of the day in Shanghai 
is the French Jesuit, Father B. Jacqui- 
not, a red-bearded one-armed giant. 
With Viscount Gort, chief of staff of 
the British defense force, and Consul 
General Barton, he rescued 500 refugees 
from the shell-wrecked French institu- 
tion of the Holy Family, a combined 
orphanage and convent in the Chapei 
district of the Chinese native city. 
Among them were 41 nuns and 300 
young children—American, British and 
French. 

Unable to emerge because of snipers, 

the inmates spent 48 hours in the base- 
ment, praying for help, watching the 
ever-approaching flames and fighting 
off desperadoes, who forced their way 
into the building. . Shells wrecked the 
roof and walls. ; 
_ Meanwhile the Jesuit father fought 
his way alone and unarmed through 
the bullet-swept alleys. He was as- 
saulted repeatedly by gunmen, whom 
he felled with a powerful fist, but was 
wounded thrice before he reached the 
convent. Nevertheless, he managed to 
organize a procession to the boundary 
of the international settlement.

200 Japanese Saved 
At Nanking by Ships 
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Red Cross Aid Sought 
For Refugees in China 


Shanghai, March 24 (By A. P.).—The 
United States consulate general here 
has cabled the Anierican Red Cross sug- 
gesting relief measures to take care 
of the hundreds of American refugees 
who are expected to come here from 
Nanking. The addition of this number 


would create a serious strain on the 
resources of the international settle- 
ment here which already is congested. 

Missions and commercial firms are 
undertaking to care for their members 
or employes arriving from Nanking. The 
American Women’s club and the Y. M. 
C, A. are providing, as far as possible, 
for unattached men and women. 


SOVIET AILS SHANGHA 
WORLD REVOLT PLAN 


400,000,000 Chinese Added 
to 140,000,000 Russians 
in Move, Is View. 


RECOGNITION DISCUSSED 


- Moscow, Russia, March 24 (By A. P.). 
Declaration by the Cantonese general, 
Pai Tsung-Hsi, that Shanghai would be 
used by the Chinese nationalists as the 
base for a “world revolution,” was re- 
ceived jubilantly by the communists in 
Moscow, whose own plans along this 
line, have never been abandoned. 

“China’s 400,000,000 people, in Jjoin- 
ing Russia’s 140,000,000, give us a gi- 
gantic lever with which to overrun the 
forces of capitalism, imperialism and 
exploitation of the colonial masses,” a 
prominent communist told the corre- 
spondent today. 

“Shaighai can be used as the nucleus 
of the world revolution in the East, 
while Moscow will be the citadel for 
the world upheaval in the West.” 

Although disclaiming any part in the 
Chinese imbroglio further than the ex- 
tension of moral sympathy to the Can- 
sonese, the communist party regards 
the nationalist successes as vital and 
far-reaching in furthering its plan to 
bring the world under the red banner. 

Whether immediate recognition will 
be officially accorded the Cantonese by 
the soviet government appears doubt- 
ful, since the Chinese situation still 
represents, in. the opinion of prominent 
communists, a military question rather 
than a political one. 

The fall of Shanghai created intense 
enthusiasm in the ranks of the work- 
ers throughout the soviet union. This 
feeling has been expressed in demon- 
strations, letters of congratulation to 
the “Cantonese comrades,” and assur- 
ances of continued moral support in 
the efforts of the Chinese to gain 
“freedom from capitalism.” 


NANKING UNDER FIRE 
TWO WEEKS IN 1913 


City Also Saw Much Fighting 
in 191.1 Revolt; Was Made 
Provisional Capital. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Word was given several days ago for 
the foreign women and children to 
evacuate Nanking, as it was apparent 
that the drive of the Cantonese to seize 
this important railroad center and 
Yangtze river port would be successful 
The refugees were accommodated on 
merchant ships andsothers were placed 
on board the destroyers Noa and Pres- 
ton, which took part in the shelling 
yesterday. -Women and children were 
also put aboard the British cruiser 
Emerald. 

Nanking, with its population of about 
385,000, did not have as extensive a 
foreign population many of the 
other Chinese cities. It lies 130 miles 
from the coast and the southerners 
have made it an objective for several 
weeks as it is a key position on the 
railway line between Shanghai and 
Tientsin. 

Nanking was the scene of much 
fighting in the 1911 revolution when 
the provisional government made the 
city its capital In the rebellion of 
1913, Nanking was shelled by govern- 
ment troops for two weeks.

UPRIOING RECALLED; 
MANY WERE AILLED 


More Than 200 Defenseless 
British and Americans 
Put to Death. 


SHAMBLES AT PEKING; 
MURDER WIDESPREAD 


Allied Forces Finally Cut Way 
Through Hordes of Natives 
to Lift Siege in 1900. 


New York, March 24 (By A. P.).—Ex- 
tension of the antiforeign campaign by 
the Chinese nationalists to the point of 
actually firing upon and killing Ameri- 
cans at Nanking today recalls the hor- 
rors of the boxer rebellion of 27 years 
ago. In that affair more than 200 de- 
fenseless men, women and children, 
among the Americans and British 
alone, were killed. 

As in the case of the present move- 
ment, the boxers were animated by in- 
tense nationalism although they vented 
their hatred of foreigners principally 
against the missionaries. There’ has 
been no indication thus far in the Can- 
tonese campaign, however, that mis- 
sionaries are being singled out for vio- 
lence. 

It was in May, 1900, that a number 
of Christian villages near Peking were 
destroyed and the native converts mas- 
sacred. Then came the murder of two 
English missionaries, and the blaze 
which had been smoldering broke 
forth in an orgy of looting, destruction 
and killings. 5 

Bands of boxers overran the country. 
The railway between Peking and Tien- 
tsin, the line connecting the capital 
with the coast, was cut and the sta- 
tions burned. The foreign powers, 
while almost unprepared, dispatched 
a mixed body of marines and blue- 
jackets—18 officers and 389 men in all 
—and these reached the capital before 
the railway was cut. 

Peking was in a state of anarchy, 
with murder a daily occurrence. The 
reactionary Prince Tuan, gfandson of 
the Emperor Tac-Kwang, the Manchus 
generally, and the Dowager empress 
sided with the boxers. 

After the first interruption of com- 
munication, nearly six weeks elapsed 
before definite news of the situation in 
the capital reached the outside world, 
except for a few belated messages, sent 
by Chinese couriers, appealing for quick 
relief. 

For the greater part of that period 
the foreign quarter, defended by volun- 
teers and the ‘little naval force, was sub- 
jected to heavy rifle and artillery fire. 
The section held chiefly by the Ameri- 


cans and Germans bore the brunt of 


the Chinese attack. 

A mixed force of 2,000 naval and 
military forces,- including Americans, 
British, Germans and Japanese, set out 
from Tientsin in a desperate effort to 
relieve the’ capital, only to be forced 
back with heavy losses. The British 
contingent of 915 men alone lost 124 
in killed or wounded. 

While this column was making its 
futile, but gallant attempt, the Chinese 
launched a determined attack on Tien- 
The foreign admirals seized the 
Taku forts at the mouth of the Pei 
river to assure communication with the 
sea. Then they stormed and captured 
the native quarter, but at the cost of 
700 in killed or wounded. One of those 
killed was Col. E. H. -Lipscum, com- 
mander of the American contingent. 

It was not until August that a suffi- 
cient force was gathered in Tientsin 
to warrant another effort t» lift the 
siege of Peking. Then 20,000 men cut 
their way through the Chinese hordes. 
The city fell on August 14, the emperor 


‘fleeing soon after the foreign troops 


entered. 

Peking was a shamblés, large sec- 
tions had been laid waste during the 
months of fighting, and the foreign 
residents were in desperate straits. 
Aside from the wholesal? destruction 
of foreign property, the wealthiest part 
of the native city was in ashes, 

The imperial court, after one or two 
halts in its flight, settled at Siangfu, 
an ancient capital 600 miles southwest 
of Peking, and under its instructions 
Chinese plenipotentiaries accepted the 
demands of the powers. 

These demands included punishments 
“befitting their crimes” of those named 
as participants in the uprising, indem- 
nities to states, soclet:es and individ- 
uals, maintenance of permanent le- 
gation guards in Pekine fortification 
of the diplomatic quarter, guarantee ~! 
open rail communication with the sec 
and issuance of an imperial edict mak- 
ing viceroys, governors and the provin- 
cial officials responsible for antiforeign 
outbreaks within their jurisdictions.

Director of Veterans’ Bureau 
Will Use Funds From Con- 
verted Insurance. 


TO LAUNCH SERVICE 
ON FRIDAY, APRIL 1 


Financial Relief Planned Only 
Where Banks Decline 
to Offer It. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Getting something done for nothing— 
or rather without the financial helping 


hand of Congress—is a new game being 
indulged in by Washington officials, 
and some are becoming expert con- 
trivers. 

Failure of Congress to pass the de- 
ficiency bill appropriating funds for 
many Federal functions launched the 
pastime which daily is taxing the in- 
genuity of department heads. The re- 
sult has been that many are finding 
ways. of carrying on until the end of 
the fiscal year, June 30, when funds 
become available—meeting emergencia 
without specific congressional aid. 

One of these is Frank T. Hines, direc- 
tor of the veterans’ bureau, who, lack- 
ing a mere item of $25,000,000 which 
was to enable the bureau to make loans 
direct to world war veterans. on their 
adjusted service or bonus certificates, 
is going ahead, after obtaining assur- 
ances that it would be entirely legal, 
with plans to. launch this new service 
a week from today. Here’s how he’s 
going to do it: 


From Insurance Fund. 


Funds to be utilized for the loans 
will be taken from the converted in- 
surance fund, premium payments to 
which by veterans had been, until re- 
cently, invested in farm loan bonds. 
The amount accruing to this fund for 
investment has been totaling about 
$3,000,000 a month, and this, together 
with any additional money becoming 
available through the insurance fund, 
over and above the amount accruing 
for investment, will be placed to the 
credit of the bonus loan fund. 

The converted insurance fund is not 
going to suffer, however, by sacrificing 
its investment money to take care of 
the bonus loan emergency, Officials 
pointing out that the transfer of 
funds represents simply another form 
of investment of insurance payments 
of veterans. It is conceded, though, 
that many of the bonus loans will not 
be repaid, in which event their amount, 
in addition to the interest, will be de- 
ducted when the long-term bonus cer- 
tificates are liquidated. 


Blanks Made Available. 


Regional offices of the bureau 
throughout the United States and sub- 
offiges—at Manila and Honolulu will 
have charge of the veterans’ loans, and 
arrangements have been ‘completed 
with the Postoffice Department where- 
by it will place its facilities at the dls- 
posal of the bureau in making avail- 
able to veterans in their local com- 
munities blank application forms for 
the loans. 

Veterans wishing to obtain loans are 
advised to apply after April 1 to their 
local postoffices for such a form. After 
filling out this blank veterans must 
have a certificate of identification sub- 
ascribed to either by a notary public, 
an officer of the American Legion, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Disabled 


American Veterans of the World War, 
the American Red Cross, or some other 
organization recognized by the vet- 
@rans’ act. 

The application, under the instruc- 
tions to be sent out, should then be 
forwarded by mail to the regional of- 
fice of the bureau nearest the residence 
of the veteran, and that office will 
make the check covering the loan to 
the address given by the applicant. 


Advised to Use Mail. 


Veterans are advised not to visit a 
regional office in person, the belief 
being that better and more prompt 
service will be obtained by mail. 

No additional personnel is contem- 
plated by the bureau to carry on its 
new venture, Existing forces, it is point- 
ed Out, more than once have been called 
upon to administef new laws enacted 
by Congress in the interest of vet- 
erans, and Director Hines believes they 
can tackle one more without a supple- 
mentary force such as was organized 
after the bonus law was passed. 

Aside from the regional and subof- 
fices, special disbursing agents at the 
veterans’ hospitals also will be author- 
ized to make loans, but only to pa- 
tients and veteran employes in such 
institutions. 


Service Only Supplementary. 


On the theory that this service is 
nothing more than a supplementary 
one to that of the nation’s banks, 
which originally and still are author- 
ized to loan money to veterans on 
their bonus certificates, Director Hines 
hopes that only those former service 
men who have failed to negotiate loans 
with banks will apply to the bureau's 
offices for financial relief. The bureau 
loans will be made under the same 
general principle that governs banks in 
these transactions. 

Although banks generally were re- 
luctant at first to grant bonus loans 
because of what they claimed was too 
much red tape and for the reason that 
most applicants were not depositors 
where they sought loans, these insti- 
tutions, on March 18, had made 345,206 
advances of this character totaling $32,- 
472,513. 


Quezon Unbeatable, 
Gabaldon Declares

Ru- 
mors abroad here that, there’is a grow- 
ing tendency for realignment of po- 
litical leaders in the direction of a more 
conservative course were branded as 
erroneous by Gabaldon.

AAMS SALE TO NIGARAGU 
DECIDED ON FEBRUARY 2 


Cabinet Came to Agreement 
When Situation Was Re- 
garded as Grave.

LOAN NEAR COMPLETION 


The sale of a quantity of arms and 
ammunition to the Diaz government 
was defiritely decided upon by this 
government at the cabinet meeting of 
February 22, a time when the Nica- 
raguan situation was regarded as in- 
volving the gravest peril to American 
and other foreign interests in that 
country, it was learned yesterday. The 
contract was executed on February 25, 


three days later, with Secretary of War 
Davis signing on behalf of the United 
States and Dr. Don Alexandro Cesar, 
the Nicaraguan Minister: 

Just two days previcus the marine 
transport Henderson sailed with 1,000 
marines on board to supplement the 
1,300 marines and bluejackets that 
were already on duty there. The trans- 
action also preceded by one day the 
dispatch by Great Britain of the Brit- 
ish cruiser Columbo into Nicaraguan 
waters, 

The State Department disclosed yes- 
terday the actual price of the various 
war supplies involved in the contract. 
The rifles, which were of the Krag type 
of 1898, no longer used by this govern- 
ment, were listed at $6 each. The 
Browning machine guns were of the 
1917 type, which also is no longer is- 
sued to American forces. These gurs 
were listed at $3.02 each. The 3,000,000 
rounds of cartridges were sold at the 
rate of $40 a thousand. 

Dr. Cesar said yesterday that the 
shipment of American war supplies 
reached his government on March 12 
and that they have already been sent 
to the front. He indicated also that 
steps toward floatir> the loan of 
$1,000,000 with the Guaranty Trust Co. 
and the Seligman interests was about 
ready for consummation. Dr. Cesur ap- 
peared confident of success by the gov- 
ernment forces in the military move- 
ments now under way. 

State Departmen+ offcials did not 
regard the financial arrangement with 
Nicaragua aS unusual when informa- 
tion was sought on the point of making 
the first note for $5,000 for the supplics 
payable January 31, 1929. It was said 
that credit was extended to the ivica- 
raguan government on the previous 
sate, the first note being paid January 
3, 1924, on the arms made available to 
Nicaragua in November, 1921. It was 
added that the financial -»mmitments 


of the Diaz government, of course, must | 


be assumed by any government which 
might succeed the preser’ regime, the 
term of which expires in 1928. 

A landing force from the. light 
cruiser Detroit reliéved that of the light 
cruiser Raleigh from duty along the 
railway between Chinandega and Leon, 
Nicaragua, yesterday, Rear Admiral 
Julian L. Latimer reported to the Navy 
Department.

Rumor Is Coincident With the 
Order Releasing Six for 
Exclusive Use. 


HELD TO ANTICIPATE 


Delegates Asked Allowance 
for Each Province at Radio 
Meeting Here. 


By ROBERT D. HEINL. 


Coincident with an order issued by 
the radio commission yesterday that 
the six wave lengths set aside months 
ago for Canada are to be cleared by 
April 24 for the exclusive use of Canad- 
ian stations, considerable interest was 
expressed by officials here in reports 
credited to the Canadian officials en 
route home after the radio conference 
in Washington that they were desirous 
of securing from 12 to 15 exclusive 
wave lengths for that country Under 
the existing agreement Canada is 
sharing twelve other wave lengths 
making a total of eighteen wave 
lengths now in use by Canadian broad- 
casters. 


As a matter of fact, it is argued that 
the present arrangement of allowing 
the Canadians to use six wave lengths 
exclusively and to share twelve is pro- 
portionately large. One way of reach- 
ing an equitable distribution was said 
to have been on a basis of population. 
Figuring that Canada has a population 
of 10,000,000 persons and the United 
States 112,000,000, it was approximated 
that Canada should be entitled to a 
little better than 8 per cent of the 
wave lengths. Under the present ar- 
rangement it is figured: that they have 
about 20 per cent and under our last 
reported proposal to them it would be 
about 30 per cent, which it is argued 
would be considerably more than a 
square deal. 

Although no details have been 
learned as to exactly what took place 
in the conference here inasmuch as 
officials concerned decline to discuss 
the situation it has been learned upon 
what is believed to be good authority 
that the largest number of wave 
lengths which the Canadians asked 
for when here was twelve wave lengths 
and the privilege of sharing sixteen 
others. 


Stand Firm on Offer. 


The American conferees are said to 
have stood pat on an offer of eight ex- 
clusive wave lengths and to allow the 
Canadians the privilege of sharing six- 
teen others. This was said to be 
thought by our people to be a generous 
proposition. 

In the conversations here it is said 
our own people were up against the 
proposition of trying to take care of 
stations actually on the air, whereas 
the Canadians rather than endeavoring 
to supp!, their immediate needs were 
endeavoring to anticipate the time 
when a number of contemplated sta- 
tions would be built and in operation. 
At the present time Canada is said to 
have about 86 stations on the air, using 
6 exclusive and 12 shared wave lengths, 
while the United States has 733 sta- 
tions occupying 77 exclusive and 12 
shared wave lengths. | 

Or at least that will be the situation 


when, after April 24, those 6 wave 
lengths designated in yesterday’s order 
will have been cleared for Canadian 
use. Although the conferences here 
this week have been reported friendly 
throughout and every hope held out 
by both sides that an amicable agree- 
ment may be reached, it is said that 
at no time did the Canadians recede 
below a demand for 11 exclusive wave 
lengths, nor did our people ever offer 
to give more than 8 exclusive wave 
lengths. Just when the conferences 
may be resumed is not known, nor who 
may be expected to make the next over- 
tures. 
Ask Nine Wave Lengths. 


One of the arguments said to have 
been advanced by the Canadians was

Traveling at 
more than 200 feet a second, the Brit- 
ish speed creatfon was no more than 
a bright streak against the glow of 
the rising sun as it thundered past 
sand dunes dotted with spectators. 

The two twelve cylindered motors 
deadened the roar of the rising surf 
before they came within a mile of the 
timing stand. At times the machine 
seemed to clear the ground for yards 
at slight beach inequalities. 

Maj. Seagrave was hidden behind 
the wheel. Only his brilliant white con- 
tinental racing helmet, a bare spot 
against the red racer, was visible. 

The automobile itself seemed to an- 
swer perfectly to the controls, never 
a swerve from the straight line being 
discernible through glasses. 

Time for the clocked mile, announced 
at 21.62 seconds, was less than 7 miles 
an hour slower than the world mile 
record, set in Wales in February of 
this year, at 173.22 miles an hour by 
Malcolm Campbell, also an English- 
man. .

THE LINCOLNSHIRE HANDICAP, 


The ringing of the saddling bell at Lincoln 
on a certain Monday in March, fixed by the 
ealendar in each year, is always merry music 
in the ears of British turfmen, for it announces 
the beginning of another season of racing on 
the flat, which will be continued until far into 
distant November. On the third day of this 
inaugural meeting the first of the great spring 
handicaps, known as the Lincolnshire handicap. 
is decided. This race, run over a mile on the 
Carholme, invariably excites great interest, and 
is generally provocative of much antepost 
speculation. The result is often surprising, 
and proves that advance backers are liable to 
burn their fingers rather severely, for in the 
big field that usually faces the starter, all 
ealculations, even those of the shrewdest 
judges of speed and stamina, have the knack 
of getting upset. 

This year’s race was no exception to the 
rule. Out of an original entry of 67 thorough- 
breds no fewer than 25 participated in Wednes- 
day’s contest. The forward running of the 
French horse, Asterus, in the Cambridgeshire, 
at Newmarket, last October seemed to earmark 
him as having an undeniable chance of gain- 
ing premier honors in the Lincoln race in 
March. He is now a 4-year-old, and the weight 
of 124 pounds assigned to him by the handi- 
eapper appeared-to be well within his compass. 


The bookmakers accordingly kept him on the 


safe side all along. The highest odds offered 
at any time against his chance were 20 to l, 
but these quickly fell to 10 to 1 and then 
to 7 to 1, and sheer weight of money made 
him a pronounced favorite at flagfall, and he 
actually started at 3 to 1 against—a ridicu- 
lously short price when the size of the field is 
considered. He again ran well, but .was able 
to get no nearer to the front than to make a 
dead heat with the 33 to 1 outsider, Melon, 
for third place.

“In this total are 
included nearly 2,500 killed and 7,500 injured 
in grade-crossing accidents, where the fatalities 
were among the occupants of automobiles who 
carelessly crossing, or trying to cross,

BY-PRODUCTS OF COAL. 

A public service corporation reproduces in 
an advertisement a chart designed to show the 
(liversity of by-products derived directly or in- 
directly from the manufacture of gas and coke 
from ordinary bituminous coal. Until compara- 
tively recently coal was broken down to gain 
merely coke and gas. Some one, however, 
finally realized the value‘of the by-products 
going to waste, and subsequently production 
of the latter has assumed an importance equal 
to production of the main derivatives. 

The four chief products derived from the 
process are coke, raw-tar, raw gas and am- 
monia gas. From these come such materials as 
laxatives, various antiseptics, aspirin, salol, oil 
of wintergreen, cinnamon oil, perfumes, benzyl 
alcohol, solvent naphtha, varnish, graphite, po- 
tassium and various acids and oils. These are 
materials which formerly were thrown away as 
waste. Today they make up a considerable 
part of the industry’s income. 

A similar condition exists in other branches 
of industry. Not many years ago a manufac- 
turer of explosives, seeking to discover a use 
for part of his waste material, hit upon a finish 
for wood and metal surfaces which subse- 
quently has risen from the position of minor 
to major product, relegating the production of 
explosives to category of by-products. A Chi- 
cago meat packer owns a garnet mine, the 
product of which he uses in the manufacture 
of abrasive cloths, developed to find an outlet 
for a by-product, liquid glue. Everywhere in 
industry the same story may be told. 

Utilization of by-products is still-in its in- 
fancy. Eventually little if anything will be 
Tomorrow, should it be found 
that fuel oil has supplanted the use of coal for 


| heating purposes, the coal industry could thrive 


on its by-products. 


LOCAL GASOLINE TAX. 


Now that Maryland authorities have given 
assurance that there is no intention on their 
part to force a higher gasoline tax rate upon 
District motorists, the time is ripe to consider 
all phases of the local levy and examine into 
the benefits possible through an increase. The 
District tax collector is reported to favor aban- 
donment of the personal property tax on auto- 
mobiles, and the substitution therefor of an 
increase in the gasoline tax rate, basing the 
right to consideration for this plan on the fact 
that the personal tax is frequently ‘evaded 
whereas the gasoline tax is easy to collect. 
The highway department also is said to favor 
an increased tax, the revenues therefrom to be 
utilized to bring the surfacing work up to 
date, and to make it possible at a future date 
for all expenses of the department to be met 
out of the tax.and special assessments. 

The gasoline tax meets the approval of the 
public. It is estimated that the average motor- 
ist, using his automobile largely in city service, 
pays into the District treasury approximately 
$10 to $12 annually in this form. It is easy 
to pay, however, since it is distributed over so 
long a period. : 

The: personal property tax on automobiles, 
which must.be paid in a lump sum, is cordially 
disliked. The fact that the highway program 
is fatling behind means that eventually the 
deficiency must be met either by government 
appropriation or by an increase in the general 
tax rate. Since the road to a government ap- 
propriation is both long and hard it may be 
presumed that the local public will have to 
meet the cost, apd the payment of a few 
pennies on gasoline as it is purchased becomes 
the least painful method of collecting. 


INDIANS NOT ALIENS. 
There appears to be a difference of opinion

Indians, growing out of different interpreta- 
tions of a treaty which has been in existence 
for more than a hundred years.

While the New York State 
Indians, who number several thousand, ex- 
press gratification over the action of the court 
in the Diabo case, they are not satisfied, but 
demand that Congress shall so amend the im- 
migration law as to preclude the possibility 
of further encroachment- upon their rights, 
granted in the Jay treaty of 1794, which is, 
according to their contention, 
and effect. 


SIXTEENTH STREET. 

The zoning commission is up against ar 
apparently insoluble problem in dealing with 
Sixteenth street. This is one of the finest 
thoroughfares in Washington, extending north- 
ward from the White House to the District 
line. ‘In ancient times—say 20 years ago— it 
was a vision of loveliness in spring, with fresh 
green verdure, emerald lawns, and an Ooc- 
casional dashing equipage or leisurely han- 
som cab dotting the otherwise vacant and 
gsomnolent landscape. Now it is jammed with 
smoking and honking automobiles and buses, 
running in all directions and huddled along all 
the curbs. The noise is incessant, the atmos- 
phere is foul with gases, and residents find it 
impossible to park their cars in front of their 
own doors. Fine residences are empty and for 
scale. Owners can not find tenants for their 
houses. 

The only alternative seems to be the trans- 
formation of Sixteenth into a business street. 
But the zoning commission, after 
at’ which the majority of property 
asked for the change, denied the petition and 
ruled that Sixteerth street must be preserved 
as a residential thoroughfare, whether the 
residences are occupied or not. The commis- 


| sion doubtless reasonéd that Sixteenth street 


would become more ugly than it is at present if 
shops, delivery cars, and advertising signs 
should be given possession. In-.a praiseworthy 
effort to maintain and increase the beauty of 
Washington the zoning commission bravely 
interposed its veto against the commercializa- 
tion of Sixteenth street. 

It is a vain attempt to stem an irresistible 
tide. For good or ill, conditions have changed. 
Nobody is to blame for the new state of affairs. 
The automobile is here to stay, and present- 
day living must be adapted to modern condi- 
tions. Reform of the automobile in the way 
of eliminating gas, smoke and noise would 
help to make Sixteenth and other streets 
livable, but even that desirable reform would 
not stop the business expansion of Washington. 
which seems to be destined to occupy the area 
between Lafayette square and Massachusetts 
avenue. 


GOOD FOR M’CARL! 


Comptroller General McCarl has not been 
noted in the past for his energy in cutting red 
tape. On the contrary he has apparently de- 
lighted in raising all sorts of obstacles against 
the withdrawal of funds from the Treasury, 
for purposes legitimate or otherwise. Officers 
of the army and navy parttcularly reached the 
conclusion long ago that the comptroller gen- 
eral goes so far as to figure out means for de- 
priving them of just compensation even while 
they are asleep. 

Therefore it is surprising to learn that this 
superwatchdog of the Treasury is trying to dis- 
cover a means by which war pensioners may be 
paid, notwithstanding the failure of the bill 
making appropriations for the remainder of 
the fiscal year. Heretofore accounting officers 
have invariably held that no portion of an ap- 
propriation for a future fiscal year may be 
used for the payment of deficiencies incurred 
in the current year. The Secretary of the In- 
terior seemed to be barred from drawing upon 
next year’s funds to meet the emergency with 
which he will be confronted after April 4. 

It appears now, however, that there has been 
a consultation between Mr. McCarl, 
Lord, of the budget bureau, and members of 
the cabinet, which has resulted in the conclu- 


sion that part of the 1928 appropriation may — 


be used to meet pension payments for the last 
two months of the current fiscal year. 

While no official announcement has been 
made that the threatened hiatus will be avert- 
ed, and there will be none pending the decision 
of President Coolidge, it is said to be highly 
probable that this wise course will be ap- 
proved. There will be no public objection to 
his action in approving the use of next year’s 
funds for the payment of pension obligations 
a month or two before the beginning of the 
new fiscal year, especially when it is remem- 
bered that of the scant half million pensior- 
ers now on the rolls at least 8,000 will have 
no use for pensions by the dawning of the new 
fiscal year. They are passing to ‘‘join those 
who have gone before” at the rate of more 
than 125 with the setting of each sun. 


INTERESTED JUDGES. 


The Virginia law which grants a court 
magistrate full fees in the case of conviction 
and only half fees’ in the case of acquittal 
is due to have its day in court. A week ago 
the United States Supreme Court handed down 
a decision in an Ohio case to the effect that

MUSSOLINI’S FAMILY. 

Benito’ Mussolini, dictator of Italy, 
keeps his family in a simple home tn 
Forli for fear that the social life, the 
association and the flattery of Rome 
would distort their views and spoil 
them, observes Ida Tarbell in McCall's. 

Mussolini has always been a poor 
man. He was born to poverty. It took 
a struggle to give him his early educa- 
tion. He has had to sacrifice, go hune- 
gry sometimes, to add to that education. 
Never until he became premier of Italy 
in 1924 had he an income that gave him 
more than a roof and a simple living. 
His salary as prime minister is some- 
thing like $15,000 a year. The state 
pays for functions, which Mussolini ine 
sists must be handsome, worthy of a 
great state. But as for himself, he has 
in Rome only a little apartment with 
one maid to take care of him 

His family he keeps at Forli, a town 
mixed with’ his fortunes from boyhood, 
the place where he married Donna 
Rachele. Here she lives with her three 
handsome children, keeping up a simple 
home into whieh Mussolini now and 
then dashes. When people talk to him 
,of the advantages of Rome for his fam- 
ily, he is contemptuous. The social life, 
the association, the flattery, the danger 
of distorted views of life would be dan- 
gerous for the children. He does not 
want them spoiled. 

His indifference to money disturbs 
some of his colleagues They tell him 
that he should provide for his family’s 
future.

DRUG HABIT PENALIZES ADDICT 
IN THE END. 


pr POULSSON, of the University 


of Oslo, classes cocaine addiction 

with other drug habits such as 
alcohol, opium, morphine, 
hashisk or marijuana. 

In an article on cocaine in the 
World’s Health he gives the history of 
cocaine from the _ beginning of 
European knowledge of it. 

When Pizarro reached Peru in 1532 he 
found the chewing of coca leaves to be 
@ custom, and under certain circum- 
stances and at certain times a religious 
rite. During divine services the priest 
chewed coca leaves, and the burning of 
the leaves was a part of the offering to 
the gods. The religious leaders had 
made this a part of the sacred ritual 
because of the common experience that 
the chewing of coca leaves imparted to 
& man a sense of strength and superior- 
ity which he could not explain and, 
therefore, regarded as divine. 


heroin, 


Dr. Poulsson offers the suggestion 
that the Peruvians used coca leaves 
thousands of years before Pizarro came 
and that it entered into the religious 
devotions of the powerful and cultured 
races wko preceded the Incas. The 
South Americans still use it much as 
our people use alcohol. He says that 
about 1906 Peru and Bolivia together 
were using about 32,000,000 pounds of 
leaves a year. They use it because they 
think doing so enables them to do their 
best work. If it is carrying a heavy 
load on his back a long distance up 
and down the mountains, the peon 
chews the leaves to give him strength 
and to stay kis hunger. If a member 
of the intelligentsia wishes to write an 
immortal poem, he chews coca leaves 
for inspiration. If a statesman wishes 
to conclude a treaty for his country he 
chews the leaves to permit him to gain 
advantage over his adversary. I have 
known a professor in a medical college 
to chew coca leaves as he walked to the 
lecture halls. 


About two years ago 1 heard a bril- 
liant physician who was a cocaine ad- 
dict contend for cocaine: “Under its in- 
fluence he had done Ris best work; 60 
fe from prohibiting its use, of limiting 
it, the government should supply it.” 
At that tim. that man’s life had been 
wrecked by cocaine and within a year 
he had died, his life a failure. 

As I read over the list of habit-form- 
ing drug. and the arguments for and 
against their use as given by Prof. 
Poulsson, I was struck by the kinship of 
it all. I have hear . men argue for al- 
cohol and for opium about the same 
way these South Americans are quoted 
as arguing for coca leaves.

Five Americans Enter Horses in 4 1-2 Mile 
Grand National at Aintree—30 Hurdles 
Placed Over Difficult Course. 


A. P.).—King George and thou- 

sands of his horse-race-loving 
subjects were here tonight for tomor- 
row’s classic finish of the English 
steeplechasing season, the grand na- 
tional. Tomorrow the thousands will 
be boosted to several hundred thousand 
as trains and all manner of convey- 
ances converge on the Liverpool district 
from the English midlands, from Scot- 
land and from London. Long lines of 
sleeping cars are accommodatnig visi- 
tors unable to find beds elsewhere. 

The king is a guest of Lord Derby at 
Knowsley hall, and with the other 
guests of the famous racing patron 
will mount to the top of the Aintree 
grandstand to view the melee of Jump- 
ing horses and straining riders bobbing 
up and down over the 44% mile double 
circuit of the course with its 30 Jumps 
over high hedges, brooks and ditches.

Nearly a dozen American-owned 
horses, entered by five American 
racing enthusiasts, will compete in 
the race in the hope of duplicating 
the victory of Charles Schwartz's 
Jack Horner, in last year’s race.

H. Fowler, another American, has 
entered Pop Ahead, an Irish-bred horse, 
which completed the course last year, 
and will ride Pop Ahead himself. 
Stephen Sanford, who won the classic 
with a veteran jumper, Sergeant 
Murphy, in 1923, has four horses ent- 
ered. They are Bright’s Boy, which 
finished third last year, Marsin, Blan- 
cona and Mount Etna. 


Gordon Selfridge, formerly a 
Chicagoan, and now a London 
merchant prince, has entered Mis- 
conduct, which has. shown fine 
form this - season. The other 
American, Col. F. W. Alger, has 
entered Ballinde, which already 
has won several important steeple- 
chases. 


Other horses entered are owned by 
British peers and millionaires, two 
wealthy Indian princes, a French cot- 
ton magnate, a French perfumery 
“king” and a German baron of the 
old nobility.

When he collapsed he had covered 120 
miles and 275 yards in 22 hours and 
45 minutes. He passed the 82-mile post, 
according to the records, in 13 hours 
and $31 minutes and 5 seconds. All A. 
A. U. records, from 55 miles up, are 
credited to him. 


“From all indications now he will 
not feel any hesitancy about accepting 
his pay check this season.

FUNDS LACKING, POLICE 
JURY TRIALS MUST WAIT 


Service to Be Suspended Until 
July, After Three 
More Days. 


TO LAY OFF 18 CLERKS 


With the exception of three days 
between now and July 1, jury trials 
in police court will be suspended be- 
cause of a lack of funds to pay the 
jurors. Incidentally, eighteen clerks of 
the court will be fourloughed with- 


out pay. The reason for this condition, 
which a few years ago was chronic, is 
the fact Congress failed to pass the 
second deficiency bill before adjourning 
March 4. 

The judges of the police court have 
decided to summon a jury three times 
between April 4 and April 16, but after 
that the defendant who insists on a 
jury trial will have to wait. 

Since delay always work in favor of 
the accused, it is expected that when 
jury trials are resumed in the summer 
the prosecuting officers will have a 
much harder time to obtain convictions, 
because in the meantime witnesses may 
disappear or die and essential facts for- 
gotten and evidence mislaid. 

Only $360 remains in the strong box 
of the police court for jury trials, and 
this is just enough to carry the regular 
panel of jurors for three days. The 
eighteen employes will have to lose 
192 working days because of a lack of 
$840 with which to pay them their 
regular salaries for those days. 

About 2,000 jury trials are pending. 
Judge Schultd has asked the District 
government to help figure out some 
way of relieving the congestion, but as 
yet no way has been found. 

The action of the judges will inter- 
fere with a special campaign conducted 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Ring- 
gold Hart at the direction of Commis- 
sioner Taliaferro, to clear up the Dis- 
trict docket of jury cases so that long 
delays would cease when defendants de- 
mand jury trials. 

Hart has cooperated with the trial 
lawyers representing the District in po- 
lice court with the result of disposal 
of 53 jury cases in the last seven days. 
The campaign will have to be sus- 
pended. 


KIWANIS CLUB TOLD

Head of the Associated Press 
Bureau Sketches History 
of Organization. 


Cooperative methods employed by the 
Associated Press in gathering news for 
1,200 papers throughout the United 
States were outlined yesterday by Byron 
Price, chief of the Washington bureau 
of the Associated Press, in an address 
before the Washington Kiwanis club, 
holding its weekly luneheon in the 
Washington hotel. 

Price traced the history of the news- 
gathering agency from early beginnings

AUTO PASSING ON RIGHT 


Justice McReynolds Assails 
Plan; Bids Ordered on Car 
License Machinery. 


TAG DEADLINE THURSDAY 


Protests against the proposed amend- 
ment of traffic rules to permit auto- 
mobiles to overtake and pass other ve- 
hicles on either the right or left, in- 
stead of on the left only, as at present, 
continued to reach the commissluners 
by mail yesterday. Included “among 
them was one from Justice J. C. Mc- 
Reynolds, of the United States Supreme 
Court, as follows: 

“Gentlemen—Won’t you think a long, 
long time before permitting a car to 
pass on the right? I happen to drive 
my own car and under present condi- 
tions find it difficult to keep my bones 
from being broken. What. would hap- 
pen if one had to watch every direc- 
tion at the same moment?” 

The commissioners yesterday ordered 
bids to be advertised for installation of 
machinery in the workhouse at Occo- 
quan to manufacture automohile 
license plates. The proposals will be 
opened April 14. The successful bidder 
will be required to place an instructor 
in the workhouse for four montns to 
teach inmates how to operate the ma- 
chinery.

TIGHE ASKS RELEASE, 
DECLARES HE IS SANE 


St. Elizabeths Patient, In- 
dicted on Murder Charge, 
Sues Out Habeas Writ. 


Joseph M. Tighe, indicted on a 
first degree murder charge in connec- 
tion with the shooting of James A. 
Curran on September 30, 1922, who 
now is a patient at St. Elizabeth’s 
hospital, sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus yesterday in the District Su- 
preme court to obtain his release as 
@ sane person. Tighe was found to be 
of unsound mind April 5, 1923. At one 
time he was secretary to Gen. Hatsu- 
taro Haraguchi, an attache at the 
Japanése embassy. 

At the time of the shooting, on 
Rock Creek Ford road, Mrs. Curran, 
wife of James A. Curran, was wounded 
seriously and her husband was shot 
through the heart. According to alien- 
ists who testified at the lunacy hear- 
ing, Tighe for many years had suf- 
fered with delusions of persecution and 
had imagined the Curran family was 
responsible for some of the imaginary 
persecution. Tighe was known to be 
an eccentric character. He lived in a 
four-room four-story house which was 
built with one room on top of the 
other. 

Attorneys Frost & Towers, counsel 
for Tighe, contend he is now of sound 
mind and capable of managing his own 
affairs Justice Hoehling directed that 
Tighe be brought into court April l. 


AUTOIST ARRESTED 


Kerman Seized in Chase After 
lil-Timed Arrival at the 
Scene of Raid. 


Benjamin Kerman, 46 years old, al- 


leged proprietor of a liquor manufac- 
turing plant at 649 Girard street north- 
west, arrived there a few moments too 
soon yesterday. While a squad of Tenth 
precinct police were putting the “fin- 
ishing touches” on a raid, Kerman

General Rule Difficult.

angles), property receiving a substan- 
tial benefit locally, and unless the 
property be nonsuburban and already 
unsubdivided.” 

While the opinion states that only 
front foot assessments would be con: 
sidered illegal in the instances cited, 
Daniel E. Garges, secretary.to the board 
of District commissioners, said tha4 
under the Jaw special assessments for 
street improvements can be levied 
against abutting property in no other 
way than by the front foot.
